Facilities  at  New  Cafeteria 
Surpass  Others  in  Region 

Facilities  at  the  new  cafeteria  are  those  to  be  desired  by 
the  staff  of  any  hotel  or  food  service  center. 

In  discussing  the  facility,  Glenn  Vogt,  food  service  di¬ 
rector  for  the  650  capacity  eating  area  in  the  new  complex, 
said,  “It’s  one  of  the  most  modci’n  college  feeding  opera¬ 
tions  in  the  Mid-west  area." 

Mr.  Vogt  came  to  Northwest  Missouri  State  College  three 
years  ago  from  Denver,  Colo.,  where  he  was  in  charge  of 
an  11-floor  dining  operation. 

“Tlie  food  preparation  and  serving  systems  here,  how¬ 
ever,  like  anything  new,  require  a  breaking-in  period,’’  Mr. 
Vogt  explained. 

Fifty-two  full  time  employees  are  working  during  the 
breaking-in  period  as  are  numerous  part-time  student  aids. 
More  student  workers  are  needed.  Tlie  new  cafeteria, 
which  is  located  between  the  new  dormitories,  at  tlie 
northwest  corner  of  the  campus,  contains  its  own  processing 
departments. 

Carcass,  beef  is  handled  in  a  specially  designed  butcher 
shop,  with  an  experienced  butcher  making  the  cuts.  A  bake 
shop  is  staffed  with  two  professional  bakers,  plus  an  assist¬ 
ant.  The  pastries  that  are  freshly  served  on  campus  are 
never  more  than  three  hours  old  when  they  are  served. 
Similar  food  under  the  old  system  sometimes  was  12  to  18 
hours  old  when  sold  to  students. 

Pastries  can  be  ordered  from  the  bake  shop  by  fra¬ 
ternities  and  other  organizations  on  campus  .  wishing  to 
serve  cake,  cookies  or  donuts  at  a  funetion.  This  can  be 
done  by  contacting  Mr.  Vogt,  three  days  prior  to  delivery, 
which  is  free  to  on-campus  organizations  and  to  other  col¬ 
lege  associated  groups. 

“Service  upon  service,’*  could  well'  be  the  new  facility’s 
motto.

WhUe  attending  a  Methodist 
summer  conference  at  Simpson 
College,  Mark  Current,  a  fresh¬ 
man  from  St.  Louis,  filled  out 
a  post  card  requesting  informa- 
■;ion  pertaining  to  the  Peace 
Corps  volunteer. 

Soon  after  Mark  sent  his  post 
card,  he  began  receiving 
?eace  Corps  data  and  question¬ 
naires.  Eleven  months  later,  he 
mtered  an  intensive  three-, 
nonth  training  progi-am  at 
.Toward  University  and  later  at 
It.  Croix  in  the  Virgin  Islands, 
tudies  occupied  11  hours  a  day, 
;ix  days  a  week.  His  subjects 
nclud^  French,  area  studies, 
\merican  studies,  world  affairs 
ind  communism,  personal  hy- 
'iene  and  community  health, 
ihysical  training  and  recre¬ 
ation,  and  Peace  Corps  Service. 

Mark  went  to  Gabon  as  a 
mason  but  also  worked  as  a 
carpenter.  Ills  assignment 
was  to  help  construct  30 
schools  .  and  85  homes. 
These  buildings  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  Peace  Corps 
workers  and  native  volun¬ 
teers. 

Gabon  Republic  lies  on  the 
west  coast  of  Africa  directly 
astride  the  equator  and  is  about 
the  size  of  Colorado.  Mark  af¬ 
fectionately  calls  this  area  of 
Africa  “the  arm  pit.”  Four  sea¬ 
sons,  two  long  and  two  short.

bring  alternate  dry  and  rainy 
periods,  but  the  climate  is  hot 
and  humid  constantly.  Temper¬ 
atures  average  between  71  and 
86  degrees  the  year  around. 
Annual  rainfall  amounts  to 
nearly  KW  inches  in  tiie  South 
and  half  again  that  much  in  the 
North. 

Since  Gabon  is  a  former  col¬ 
ony  of  France,  French  is  the 
official  Gabonese  language. 
There  are  many  local  lan- 
guates  of  which  Fang  is  the 
most  common.  Apart  from  4,5(X) 
Europeans  in  Gabon,  the  Fangs 
and  the  Eshiras  make  up  the 
largest  ethnic  groups,  the  for¬ 
mer  Peace  Corps  worker  said. 

Mark  reported  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  accepted  him  very  well.  In 
his  own  words,  “The  key  to 
getting  along  anywhere  is  to 
be  yourself.”  He  feels  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  no  tvery  race  conscious, 
and  whites  and  natives  mingle 
freely.  The  natives  extreme 
friendliness  is  continuously  ex¬ 


pressed  in  their  warm  em¬ 
braces  upon  meeting  a  friend. 

When  asked  why  he  joined 
the  Peace  Corps  lie  replied, 
“To  help  people  to  help  ihcm! 
selves.” 

The  corps  has  three  basic 
functions:  1)  to  do  some¬ 
thing;  Z)  to  get  to  know  and 
understand  people  better; 
3)  to  help  the  people  under¬ 
stand  Americans  belter, 
After  finishing  liis  two-year 
term,  Mark  remained  in  Galwn 
an  extra  year  to  work  on  a 
Catliolic  mission.  He  received 
$100  a  month,  or  $25  a  month 
more  than  he  earned  with  tiie 
Peace  Corps.  A  volunteer  earns 
a  terminated  payment  of  $1,800 
for  his  two-years  service.  In¬ 
come  tax  is  also  deducted  from 
this  salary.  Eleven  cents  an 
hour  is  a  Peace  Corps  worker  s 
wages. 

At  present,  Mark’s  future 
plans  are  to  continue  his  edu¬ 
cation.  Upon  graduation  lie  in¬ 
tends  to  return  to  Gabon.

This  is  the  tribute  a  fellow  instructor  gives  to  Dr.  William 
A.  Lafferty,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  Mathematics 
at  Northwest  Missouri  State  College. 

Dr.  Lafferty,  who  died  Sunday  following  a  long  illness, 
had  taught  at  the  college  tiie  past  17  years.  He  had  been 
chairman  of  his  department  10  years.  Always  a  scholarly 
gentleman,  he  had  returned  to  advanced  studies  several 
years  ago  and  received  his  Doctor  of  Education  degree 
from  Columbia  University,  New  York,  in  1956.

Students  Express — 

Opinions  on  Academic  Freedom 


EDITOR’S  NOTE:  This  question  of  the 
the  week  is  the  first  of  what  we  hope 
will  be  a  series  examiaiog  the  opinions 
of  NWMSC  students.  Opinion  present¬ 
ed  is  in  no  way  the  opinion  of  the  Mis¬ 
sourian  staff,  college  faculty,  or  ad- 
ministratioru.  All  comments,  criticisms, 
or  complaints  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Editors,  Northwest  Missourian,  and 
should  adhere  to  the  policy  set  up  in 
last  week’s  paper. 

This  week  we  examine  the  area  of  aca¬ 
demic  freedom.  The  question  posed  was: 
“What  do  you  feel  is  the  place  of  academic 
freedom  on  this  campus?” 

•  We  students  use  the  term  freedom  to 
refer  to  such  ideals  as  freedom  of  expres¬ 
sion,  freedom  of  thought,  and  freedom  of 
protest. 

Here  at  Northwest  Missouri  State,  our 
students  are  free  to  discuss  controversial 
problems,  pass  resolutions, ‘circulate  ideas, 
and  take  other  lawful  action  respecting  any 
matter  which  directly  or  indirectly  con¬ 
cerns  them.  In  the  classroom  they  become 
responsible  for  learning  thoroughly  the  con¬ 
tent  of  any  course  of  study,  but  they  are 
free  to  express  different  views  and  opinions 
from  those  of  the  teacher  or  the  classroom 
material. 

Discussing  these  ideas  is  a  way  of 
showing  individualism  and  a  means  of 
exercising  the  freedoms  afforded  by  the 
college.  By  using  our  academic  free¬ 
dom,  wc  students  prove  that  we  are  in-  ■ 
tcrcsled  enough  in  education  to  want 
only  the  best  iiistructidn  and  favorable 
classroom  situations.  This  means  a  sit¬ 
uation  where  the  instructor  recognizes 
the  students’  right  to  question. 


one  may  form  his  own  opinion  ratlier  than 
accept  those  of  someone  else.  Without  the 
right  to  question  and  debate,  higher  learn¬ 
ing  would  not  be  education,  but  simply  an 
indoctrination  of  the  ideas  of  the  past.

Some  instructors  expect  a  student  to  at¬ 
tend  classes,  assimilate  some  knowledge, 
and  regurgitate  upon  command.  In  four 
years,  if  he  has  managed  to  obtain  his  re¬ 
quired  number  of  hours  by  nodding  his 
head,  he  may  graduate. 

How  many  students  have  really  thought 
of  academic  freedom?  Very  few  in  the  con¬ 
servative  Midwest  have.  Most  are  com¬ 
placent.  Only  when  students  cease  this  type 
-  of  existence  will  they  have  what  is  termed 
academic  freedom.

ivhat’s  thine  is  mine.’’ 

The  traditional  game  be¬ 
tween  the  two  clubs  began  in 
1931  when  President  Uel  Lam- 
kin  of  NWMSC  sent  a  hickory 
cane  to  Kirksville  to  be  kept  un¬ 
til  the  Bearcats  could  defeat 
the  Bulldogs. 

Nine  days  later  President 
Lamkin  became  an  Indian 
giver  as  the  ’Cats  seored  a 
7-0  vietory  and  received  the 
hickory  cane  back.  Since 
that  lime,  the  winning 
team  has  kept  the  cane  as 
a  symbol  of  victory. 

For  the  past  11  years.  Kirks¬ 
ville  janitors  liave  had  the 
privilege  of  dusting  the  cane, 
and  more  than  janitors  on  this 
campus  would  gladly  dust  the 
cane  if  it  were  retained  by  llie 
Bearcats  this  weekend. 

Almost  everyone  knows  that 
close  only  counts  in  horse¬ 
shoes.  taut  nevertheless, 
NWMSC  has  come  close  to  re¬ 
gaining  the  trophy  three  times 
since  1955.  They  missed  victory 
by  one  point  in  1958  and  a  year 
later  gained  a  12-12  tie  with 
Kirksville.  Last  season  the 
Bearcats  fell  to  defeat  by  a  14- 
20  score. 

In  last  season’s  outing,  Kirks¬ 
ville  scored  on  three  long  gain¬ 
ers.  These  TD’s  marked  the 
only  time  during  tlie  game  that 
tlie  Bulldogs  penetrated  within 
Hie  Bearcats’  40-yard  line.  On 
the  other  hand,  Maryville 
moved  Hie  pigskin  within  the 
opiionent’s  40-yard  line  six 
times  and  was  stopped  inside 
the  Bulldogs'  10-yard  stripe 
three  times. 

•  Again  this  season,  Kirks¬ 
ville  was  chosen  by  MIAA 
sportswriters  ns  the  tough¬ 
est  cookie  in  the  confer¬ 
ence.  If  the  ’Cats  hope  to 
break  the  cookie  jar  and 
the  magic  spell  Kirksville 
has  utilized  in  the  past, 
they  will  have  to  muster  a 
better  offensive  effort  than 
they  did  last  weekend 
against  Ft.  Hays. 

MIAA  scribes  seem  to  have 
judged  the  crystal-ball  correct¬ 
ly  as  the  Bulldogs  have  run 
roughshod  over  three  of  their 
first  four  opponents  for  a  3-^ 
slate.  Two  weeks  ago,  Kirks-

burg  head  coach  Carnie  Smith 
praised  the  Bulldogs  and  said,
